Dreams don’t die 
Candace Berry. 

In fact, try telling the feisty 
21-year-old from Elba that she can’t 
do something and chances are you'll 
wind up with mud in your eye, 

That's the word around the 
University of Alabama School of 
Nursing at UAB where the high 
achiever is proving that nothing can 
get in her way when it comes to 
reaching her goals. 

“For years I dreamed of 
becoming an anesthesiologist, 1 
received my bachelor’s degree in 
chemistry; Miowever, | was turned 
down when I applied to medical 
school,’’ says Ms, Berry, the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Edward H, 
Berry of Elba, ‘‘I was disappointed 
but determined that it wasn’t going 
to stop me. If you can’t realize the 
dream one way, then you have to go 
about it another.’’ And that’s just 
what she’s doing as a third-year 
nursing student at UAB, 

For Ms. Berry, the dream started 
as a student at Elba High School, 

‘*My science teacher at the time 
was John Frank Hudson,’’ she says. 
‘*As part of the course everyone had 
todo a paper ona particular career, | 
chose nursing and started devouring 
everything I could read on the 
subject, 

“One specialty I came across was 
the nurse anesthetist, who assists ilrr 
administering anesthesia during an 
operation,’’ she recalls. ‘As part of 
my paper I interviewed James 
Boyce, M.D., who was an anesthesi- 
ologist in Elba, 

“IT was fascinated with the topic, 
and I guess Dr, Boyce really picked 
up on my interest because from that

day on he gave me all the encourage-, 


ment I needed," she recalls. 

Encouragement might be an 
understatement, since Dr. Boyce 
arranged for Ms, Berry to observe an 
anesthesiologist at work during 
surgery at a local hospital. 

‘After my first time in the 
operating room I was hooked,"’ she 


says. ‘Il knew then that I wanted to 
be an anesthesiologist instead of a 
nurse anesthetist, but I guess that 
wasn’t in the cards.”’ 

Dr. Boyce, who is now an 
associate professor of anesthesiology 
at UAB, says he recognized Ms. 
Berry's talent almost immediately 
and decided to offer all the 
encouragement he could, 

“lve known Candy since 1976 
when she began babysitting for my 
children,’’ he says. ‘‘Il was always 
impressed with her, because she was 
out of the mainstream in her desire 
to be something special, 

‘*l wanted to support someone 
whom | perceived as _ having 
remarkable drive and intelligence,”’ 
Dr. Boyce says, ‘‘That’s why I 
helped arrange for her to observe an 
anesthesiologist and a _ nurse 
anesthetist at work. She certainly 
measured up to my expectations.”’ 

“When I first got the word that I 
wasn’t accepted to medical school | 
was shattered,’’ Ms, Berry says, ‘‘It 
seemed like everything I had worked 
so hard for wasn’t going to happen.” 
She says being turned down when 
she applied to medical school has 
turned out to be a plus, 

“T could have sat around for 
another year waiting to reapply or 
get on with my dream of working in 
an operating room. I decided to earn 
a bachelor’s degree in nursing, then 
enter the nurse anesthetist program 
at UAB,"’ she says. ‘‘I haven't 
regretted that decision for a 
moment, because I’ve had the 
opportunity to do some fascinating 
things here,”’ 

Among them is taking part in a 
perinatal epidemiologic research 
team project at University Hospital's 
Department of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology. 

‘We are involved in a study to 
determine why some babies are 
lighter than others during the same 
stage of fetal development,"’ she 
says, ‘‘Combine that kind of work 
with everything else I'm learning 
about people, patient care and 
medicine, and I know I’ve got a 
marvelous career ahead of me,”’ 


Former board member 


complains about hiring of

The Elba City School Board 
meeting, which is normally a rather 
routine gathering to approve bill 
payments and other recommenda- 
tions by the superintendent, opened 
with a bang last Thursday evening 
when former board member and 
chairman Butch Oggs appeared with 
a complaint.

The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening with several items 
of tabled business from the previous 
meeting on the agenda, Garbage fee 
increase, road work and property 
lines problems had all been tabled at 
the last meeting and were addressed 
by the council. 

Mayor Bob English told Ben 
Carpenter that research indicated 
the city council had never formally 
accepted a platted street off Bypass 
Street and therefore the city couldn’t 
accept responsibility for improving 


the street. He noted it was the policy 
of Elba not to accept maintenance of 
Streets until certain conditions had 
been met. If the city were to do 
paving on this street, others platted 
in various subdivisions would 
request and deserve the same 
Service at the expense of the 
taxpayers. The platted street adjoins 
a day care center owned by 
Carpenter and operated by his wife. 

Lamar Hall was again at the 
meeting todiscuss a paved street his 
survey showed was on his property.

The Coffee County Commission 
heard road complaints, trash 
complaints, ‘worn-out machinery 
news, and heard county engincer 
Mark Pool explain attorney general 
rulings on illegal work by county 
road crews, before taking action to 
improve the health department 
situation in Enterprise and the 


county jail building needs. 


They also voted to proceed with 
the ‘imposing of the much-discussed 
tobacco tax recently approved by the 
Alabama legislature for Coffee 
County. 

Pool told commission members it 
is illegal to do work for church 
parking lots unless there is local 
legislation allowing such work and 
unless the county is fully reimbursed 
for all expense in the matter, 

Pool also presented a ruling 
concerning working on city streets 
routinely, He noted that the county 
road crews should stop at the city 
limits unless specific legislation had 
been introduced to change such 
responsibility from the cities to the 
county, This would apply in 
situations such as Elba’s proposal to 
extend the Elba city limits. 

Residents of Sconiersville were 
present complaining about the 
condition of their road, also known as 
the Harold Godwin Road, Work had 
begun on getting it ready for paving; 
county monies were not available 
and promised state funds were lost 
in the change of administration, 
according to commissioners. Pool 
promised to make the road passable 
as soon as possible. 

Complaints of burning trash from 
the Enterprise city trash dump were 
presented to the commissioners. 
They agreed to write letters to the 
proper authorities in hopes of getting 
this problem solved, 

Commissioners voted to set aside 
20 percent of the county's 25 percent 
of the sales tax money for eliminat- 
ing the problems of the Enterprise 
Health Dept, not having enough 
room, A buildng rented for them has 
been sold and the present lease 
expires in December, 

A discussion on constructing the 
building in Enterprise or in a central 
location and consolidating both the 
Elba and Enterprise facilities 
brought out some strong emotions. 
The discussion and agreement was 
to study this and consider also 
including the Human Resource Dept. 
in the consolidated facility, 

A decision was made to also 
earmark 10 percent of this 25 percent 
of the sales tax for repairs, 
remodeling or construction at the 
county jail, 

Commissioner Sid Averett wants 
the new health department facility to 
be built in Enterprise, explaining the 
county has a dual system and people 
needing the health department have 
just as much right to the convenience 
as those wanting to buy a car tag. 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
noted he wasn’t against this action, 


but wanted to insure it was the best 
decision to make before agreeing to 
spend the money. 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 
Suggested building in a central 
location with the health department, 
Human Resource Dept. (formerly 
Pensions and Security), and the food 
Stamp offices in the same central 
location. 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
noted that Pridecrest in Enterprise 
was planning a doubling of their 
facility and wanted the county to 
improve aroad, The group was quick 


‘t7 approve this and instructed the 


engineer to get with Enterprise 
officials as soon as possible, 


After a lengthy discussion - and Hall 
again reciting the history of the 
street up to the time it was paved in 
1965 - the council voted on a proposal 
that appeared to settle the matter if 
approved by the city attorney. The 
city will pay Mr. Hall $1250 and give 
him a Quit Claim Deed to all 
property more than 12 inches from 
the edge of the paved street.

Shelby praises Human Resources

= Counceil revises garbage rates 


Payne Street. 

New garbage rates were adopted 
by the council after discussion of the 
need for increases and questions of 
“should the city get back into the 


collection business and _ save 
money?’’ 
The new increased rates will 


bring in $14,000 a month and will 
constitute a loss of $2,370 a month 
for the city when the payments to 
Scientific Industries and the county 
landfill are totaled. 

Council members Jack Prescott 
and Malcolm Davis opposed the 
increase, both expressing that the 
city could do it cheaper. Gladys 
Yelverton voted for the increase but 
urged English to study the possi- 
bility of Elba getting back in the 
collection service when the present 
contract expires. 

The schedule adopted Monday 
night will increase residential 
charges by $1.00 to $6.00 a month. 
This is a drop from the rates 
approved by the council last month, 
These rates will be reflected on the 
utility bills received at the first of 


August. 
Other rates in the schedule 
include; present $10 commercial 


accounts will be divided into two 
groups with 22 increasing to $12.00 
and the balance of 105 increasing to 
$17.00. Present $15.00 accounts will 
increase to $35.00. These are 
commercial accounts that require 
daily pickup because of food scraps, 
etc, There are presently 28 of these. 

Twenty-five-dollar accounts are 
increased to $65.00 and include 14 
accounts, while two will increase 
from $50.00 a month to $85,00. The 
three largest users of the garbage 
and trash service of the city will 
increase from $100.00 to $150.00. 

There is a possibility that some 
commercial users are in the wrong 
group and Mayor English promised 
to look into day care centers 
immediately to determine if they 
don’t have to have the daily service 
and their rates could be lowered. 

Monthly bills of $20,501.40 were 
approved for payment. English 
noted that gasoline purchases were 
over $5,000 due to the city taking 
delivery early in the month and again 
at the last of the month. 

The council approved a resolution 
opposing the relocation of Highway 
84 out of the city of Elba, This will be 
forwarded to the Alabama Highway 
Department. 

Mike McGuire, representing the 
Elba Chamber of Commerce, 
appeared before the council and 
urged action in two areas, He noted 
decaying buildings were an eyesore 
to the town and hurt when pros- 


pective industrial representatives 
came to town. The council recently 
passed an _ ordinance covering 


burned-out buildings ‘but English 
noted it didn’t cover this problem. 
The council will look into adding this 
to the present city laws, 

McGuire also opposed the 
possible loss of Highway 84 in Elba, 
He presented a resolution to the 
council from the Chamber of 
Commerce expressing their concern, 

The resolution said in part, ‘*... 
and to urge the members of the 
council to do all in their individual 
and collective power to prevent the 
re-routing of this vital lifeline to 
Elba, U.S. Highway 84, away from 
the city.”’ 

Mayor English told the group of a 
meeting he attended last week with 
the state highway department and 
Dorsey Trailer management. This 
was to work out some problems 
Dorsey had with the re-routing of 84 
as proposed at a public hearing last 
fall. English said these problems 
were solved to the satisfaction of all, 
including the members of the Elba 
Church of God. Part of the present 
84 (from about the Kinston Highway 
tothe church) will be maintained as a 
dead-end city street.

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NURSING HOME SPOTLIGHT 


Mr. James Esker Jorden, a 
gentle, friendly and smiling gentle- 
‘man in his 70’s, and a fairly new 
resident of the Elba Nursing Home, 
is our ‘Very Special Person’’ for this! 
hot week in July - July 16, to be 
exact. 


**®Mr. Esker was born August 7; 
1909, in Coffee County, about three 
miles above the Victoria Community 
between Victoria and Chestnut 
Grove. He is one of six children born 
to Mr. and Mrs. John Frank ‘‘Doc’’ 
Jorden. 

Mr. Jorden was a farmer. Mrs. 
Jorden was the former Miss Bama 
Daughtry, daughter of Jim and 
Laura Daughtry. 

He remembers his parents, as 
does a sister with whom we spoke, 
Mrs. Elvy Green, as being ‘‘very 
strict -- they loved us, but they made 
us mind! They didn’t have to tell us 
two or three times to do he fae D 
we knew when they said do 
something, they meant it!’’ 

He said one time his father went 
somethere and he told Mr. Esker he 
could rest and didn’t have to do 
anything else that day as he had 
done his work that morning. So, the 
girls were sweeping the yard and 
Miss Mittie Ola complained to their 
mother because Mr. Esker wasn’t 
helping, and his mother said only, 
‘‘Sweeping won’t hurt you!’’ 

Laughing. I asked him what he 
did. He quickly said, ‘‘I swept!”’ 

The brothers and sisters of Mr. 
Esker are as follows: a boy who died 
in infancy; Dora Jorden Shelly, who 
lives in Columbus, Ga. Her husband, 
Alvie, is deceased. 

Mr. Esker is next in line, having 
been the third child. 

Mittie Ola Hilburn, who lives in 
Brundidge. She married Ideal 
Hilburn, who is deceased: Elvy 
Green, whom’ we mentioned 
previously, and whom most of you 
will probably recognize as simply 
““Green,”’ the friendly and sweet 
long-time employee of Elba Florist. 
That is all I ever heard Jimmy Wise 
call her - ‘‘Green’’ - and I called her 
that all these years also and never 
knew her first name until recently 
when her much-beloved husband of 
57 years, Howard, passed away, and 
I read her name in the newspaper. 

When I was talking with her on 
the phone and gathering information 
- which, by the way, she has a wealth 
of memories of the ‘‘good old days”’ - 
she laughed and told me, ‘‘Please 
spell my name right this time - it is 
Elvy, and not Elby! So, to all of you 
who have also been calling her 
“‘Green’’ all these years - her given 
name is Elvy. 

The baby of the family and sixth 
child was Jessie Willard Jorden, who 
died at the age of 9 with double 
pneumonia. 

Mr. Eskar was married to the 
former Ila Mobley of the Victoria 
Community. She was the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Mobley. Her 
brothers whom we could recall were 
Wesley, Howard, V.C., Colon and 
Ira. 

Mrs. Jorden was killed in a 
car-train collision November 27, 
1972, in the town of Banks. 

They were the parents of five 
children. They are: Melvin Jorden, 
whoresides in McComb, Miss., with 
his wife, the former Virginia Stokes 
of Enterprise; they have one son and 
one daughter. 

Macie Dell Jorden Green, who 
lives in Columbus, Ga., with her 
husband Charles. They are the 
parents of two sons. 

Jerry Jorden, who makes his 
home in Lakeland, Fla. He and his 
wife do not have any children. 

Kenneth Jorden, who also makes 
his home in Lakeland, Fla., with his 
wife Debbie, who is a native of 
Brundidge. They have two sons. 

Patricia Jorden WHasting who 
resides in Oklahoma with her 
husband Bob and two children, a son 
and a daughter. 

Counting the above makes Mr. 
Esker ‘‘Granddaddy’’ to eight 
grandchildren - six boys and two 
girls. 

Mr. Esker farmed for years; then 
he and Miss Ila moved to Columbus, 
Ga., around the year 1947, when she 
began working in the cotton mills 
there and retired; then he began 22 
years of employment with the A & P 
Tea Company where he retired as 
produce manager, and as he said, 
chuckling and with a note of pride in 
his voice, ‘‘Boy, that was a tough 
job, but they never put me on a job 
that I couldn’t handle! I worked in 10 
different stores for them, doing a 
little some of all of it, and when you 
worked in the frozen food and had to 
work in six-degree-below-zero, that 
got cold! 

‘*And, lifting and handling those 
large crates of produce . . . it was 
pretty hard, I tell you! I don’t see 
how I ever made it!’’ 

Mr. Esker told us that his favorite 
flowers were ‘‘red roses,’’ and 
related a sweet story to us which 
we'll share with you: 

**It was my wife’s birthday and 
when I walked into the house, she 
asked me, ‘Do you know what day it 
is?’ and I said, ‘I know I’ve had a 
hard day!’ And then I went out to my 
truck and got her birthday present - 
some red roses,”’ 

His favorite color is ‘‘red,’’ 
Favorite season is ‘‘spring - I think it 
is a pretty time when flowers are 
blooming.’’ His favorite holiday - 
‘It doesn’t make too much differ- 
ence with me, but I like Christmes 
and Thanksgiving, ‘cause I like 
turkey! And you always have turkey 
at Thanksgiving.’’ 

Which led to our next question, 
his favorite food? He replied, 


“Turkey, pole beans, dressing - it 
takes dressing to make the turkey,

chicken stew-oh 
anything to eat.”’ 

And, when we questioned him 
further about his love for turkey, he 
told us, ‘‘I sho do like turkey! 
Frances (Shaboo, a _ neighbor) 
fattened up my turkey for me when I 
had tocome here, and that thing was 
so heavy, she could hardly pick it up! 
And we ate that turkey -- it was 
mighty good!’’ 

He lists, ‘fishing, baseball, and 
watching teJevision’’ as hobbies. 

Green told us, ‘Il remember us 
going to church sitting in the wagon 
with our feet dangling over the end 
- and the mule’s name was ‘Ole Bill’ 
- and all-day dinners at church. The 
womenfolk would pack the food in 
old-timey trunks - dressing, 
dumplings, fried chicken, sweet 
potato pies, potato salad.’’ 

When we related to Mr. Esker 
what Green told us, he added, ‘‘My 
daddy and I kept that mule 17 years, 
and after I bought him from my 
daddy, I swapped him off. I 
remember getting firecrackers at 
Christmas and you could rub ‘Ole 
Bill’ on the stirrup of the buggy and 
if you didn’t hold him, he’d run 
away!”’ 

And here he laughed heartily at 
the memory of Ole Bill getting 
spooked by a young boy’s prank and 
running away. 

Green also recounted this 
memory: ‘‘I remember Mama and 
Mammy (Green’s maternal grand- 
mother, Miss Laura) baking so many 
sweet potato pies, and they’d stack 
them with two broom straws placed 
crosswise on top of the pies (except 
we used to call them ‘custards’) so 
they wouldn’t stick together.”’ 

She recalled for us _ the 
‘experience’ of washing clothes a 
long time ago: ‘‘We’d go to the 
spring and we had a wash pot there, 
My daddy had a hole dug in the 
spring and had a big barrel buried 
down in the dirt and the water would 
run over it and fill it up, and just run 
on over it and out. I remember that 
Spring water was the best water I’ve 
ever tasted!’’ 

Continuing, she said, ‘‘Down 
below where we washed the clothes, 
Papa fixed us what we called a 


‘wash hole’ - back then we didn’t 
call it a pool - and that’s where we 
went swimming!”’ 

When we read this to Mr. Esker, 
he just laughed and agreed and said, 
“Yes, we'd have the most fun! We 
had the best time!’’ 

‘Those were the good old days,’’' 
as Green said. 

Mr. Eskar and Green remember- 
ed the Saturday night singings with 
the old-timey organ; or sometimes 
they’d go to a peanut shelling or a 
candy-pulling. 

“‘That’s when we young folks did 
our courting,’’ Green said, laughing. 

_ “I met Green at a Saturday night 
Singing - that was our first date; I'll 
never forget where it was - at Mr. 
and Mrs. Samson Killingsworth’s 
home in the Victoria Community.”’ If 
you readers know, or remember the 
article on, Mrs. Madie B. Green - 
they were her parents. 

They remember the Sundav 
afternoon when Mr. Esker was 
punished witha whipping for doing 
something and so he went to the 
cane patch down in the bottom 
across the road and stayed there all 
afternoon, and as Green recalled, ‘I 


just about

went down there and stayed with 
him and we sat there in the shade of 
the cane stalks and chewed cane -- I 
was hurting with him! Every time he 
got a whipping I hurt just as bad!’’ 

She had one more story to share 
with us about hers and Mr. Esker’s 
childhood days, and as one can see, 
they were an especially close and 
loving brother and sister and remain 
so today. 

See - we told you Green was a 
storehouse of memories and nos- 
talgia! 


She said, ‘‘Esker was always a 
loving and patient man, and was one 
of the nicest and finest fellows you'd 
ever want to meet - anybody could 
tell you that who knew him!”’ 


The last story she told us was 
about the time the goose had a nest 
under the barn (her daddy always 
kept a flock of geese, she said), and 
Mr. Esker told her toclimb under the 
barn and count the eggs, and when 
she did, she said the goose and the 
gander almost ate her up and Mr. 
Esker was just dying laughing, and 
“Mama heard him and when she 
found out what was happening, she 
almost whipped him!”’ 

When asked if he liked the 
nursing home,  spiritedly he 
answered, ‘‘No, ain’t no use saying | 
do - I'd rather be home!’’ He was 
admitted about two months ago. His 
roommate is Mr. Alfred Seymore. 

If he could live his life over? ‘‘Id 
try not todo as much hard work as I 
used to do -- well, I wouldn’t do it,”’ 
he declared. 

One wish? ‘‘Enough money to 
get out of here!’’ 

And, his advice to everyone? 
‘Get a good education, live right and 
not try to beat anybody out of 
anything!”’

WHEN WE PRAY 

Nothing discloses the spirit of 
people more plainly than when they 
pray. There are still successors of the 
Pharisee, who pray to tell God how 
good they are. There are others, far 
removed from the Pharisee, who 
nevertheless like to show in their 
prayers - if others are present - how 
much they know about the Bible or 
how wonderfully God has recently 
blessed their ministry. 

Still others, in group prayer, take 
the opportunity to preach a little 
sermon. 

Such praying is not the 
God-given kind. It has been said, 
‘*Prayer is the soul’s feeling its utter 
dependence upon God and express- 
ing that dependence in prayer.’’ 
Such praying leaves no room for 
pride or preaching or parading 
knowledge of the Bible; but it 
reaches the throne of God and the 
heart of God and makes miraculous 
answers possible. 

When the Lord Jesus ‘‘spake a 
parable unto them to this end, that 
men ought always to pray and not to 
faint,’’ (Luke 18:1), his parable

BIBLE QUESTIONS. 


What does the Bible 
say about suicide? 


As he pondered his afflictions, Job said, ‘‘my soul chooseth 
strangling, and death rather than life’’ (Job 7:15). Job never attempted 
suicide, but he probably contemplated taking his own life, as so many 
men have done. Although the Bible says very little directly about 
suicide, it does record several suicides, and principles for considering 


Suicide is literally ‘‘self-murder.’’ 
‘‘willful taking of one’s own life to escape a condition of living that 
seems intolerable.’’ This definition helps to differentiate suicide, the 
taking of one’s own life, from sacrifice, the giving of one’s life for 


Some notable suicides in the Bible include Abimelech, who had 
been mortally wounded by a woman (Judges 9); King Saul, who was 
mortally wounded in battle with the Philistines (1 Sam. 31); Ahitopel, 
who betrayed David (2 Sam. 17); and Zimri, who was an unsuccessful 
Judas Iscariot, who was overcome with 
remorse after having betrayed Jesus, hanged himself (Matt. 27). The 
Bible records the facts of these suicides, and offers no approval. 

The most obvious biblical principal violated by suicide is the 
principle of sanctity of life. Man, created in the image of God, was told 
in the sixth commandment, ‘‘thou shalt not kill,’’ literally, ‘‘thou shalt 
not murder’’ (Ex. 20:13). Since suicide is self-murder, it is a violation 
of God’s will. Paul said, ‘‘What? know ye not that your body is the 
temple of the Holy Ghost which is in you, which ye have of God, and ye 
are not your own. For ye are bought with a price: therefore glorify God - 
in your body, and in your spirit, which are God’s’’ (1 Cor. 6:19-20). 
Since man’s body is not his own, he has no right to murder himself. 

Suicide is wrong, because it is a sin against ourselves, Implied in 
the command of Jesus to ‘‘love our neighbors as ourselves’’ (Matt. 
22:39), is the need to love ourselves. Just as our love for our neighbor 
implies that we cannot take his life, our love for ourselves means that 
we cannot take our own lives. And what the suicide often forgets, or is 
unaware of, is the fact that the family and friends left behind, the 
“survivors,’’ bear a terrible load of pain, grief, and guilt. In fact, it has 
been said that suicide is the ultimate act of aggression. 

Loneliness, depression, reverses in business, terminal illness, and 
many other problems cause some to commit suicide. Despair is often 
the lot of humanity, but suicide is not the answer. In the midst of all of 
this world’s problems, God still cares for and loves mankind. Men need

Cut in proration could add $40,000

Gov. Guy Hunt announced last 
week that he had ordered proration 
in the education budget reduced 
from five percent to two percent, 
freeing more than $50 million in

Proration, which is an across-the- 
budget cut that results when the 
state government approves a budget 
that exceeds revenue collections, 
was declared at the rate of five 


percent last October and school 
systems received less funds than 
anticipated. 

“Tt gives me great pleasure to 
announce that I have instructed the 
Finance Dept. to reduce proration in 
the education fund from five percent 
to two percent,’’ stated Gov. Hunt.

Elba City Schools Supt. of 
Education Billy Crews stated the 
cutback would result in approxi- 
mately $40-50,000 in funds being 
received at the local level. 

“We'll still get less than 
expected,’’ said Crews, ‘‘but it will 
help us greatly and may enable us to 
get out of debt, The added funds will 
definitely come in at a good time.’’

Mullis sentenced to life 


A Georgia man convicted of 
murder-for-hire in the 1985 shooting 
death of his wife’s lover was 
sentenced to life in prison this week 
by a Coffee County jury, in Elba. 

Easton Darris ‘‘Buddy’’ Mullis, 
age 43, was convicted of capital 
murder after a jury of eight women 
and four men deliberated for over 
two hours during the original trial on 
April 9, 1987. The jury needed only 
six minutes to agree that Mullis 
should be sentenced to life without 
parole, instead of the possible 
sentence of death in the electric 
chair, 

Mullis was found guilty of hiring 
two Georgia teenagers to murder 
James Edward Nelson, age 55, who 
was living with Mullis’ wife at a 
home near the Glenwood Community 
in Crenshaw County. 

Mrs. Mullis stated during the 
trial that she had begun an affair 
with Nelson in 1984 and had left her 
home in Georgia in 1985 to live with 
the man. Nelson was abducted at his 
rural Coffee County home in July, 


and in what DeVane called a ‘‘true 
confession,’’ the accused told how he 
killed the elderly Elba man. 

In the confession, Jackson said 
he went to ‘‘Pop’s’’ (Roberts’) house 
and was broke, disgusted and 
wanted money. Jackson said he only 
wanted to knock Roberts out and 
take his money, and told the 
investigator he hit Roberts with an 
iron used to keep the bathroom door 
open. 


On the taped confession, Jackson 
Stated, ‘‘I can’t knock him out. Don’t 
want to kill him. I don’t know why 
I’m beating on him.’’ 

In continuing to read from the 
taped confession, DeVane read how 
Jackson told about hitting Roberts 
with the iron before cutting him with 


1985, and later found murdered 
under the Conecuh River bridge, at 
the Coffee County-Crenshaw. County 
line.

“T mostly want do is knock him 
out,”’ Jackson told DeVane during 
the confession. ‘‘Get his money and 
go, not kill him. Say don’t know this 
was in me.”’

Former prisoner of war convinced 


prisoners are still being held 


A former Viet Nam prisoner-of- 
war who has been walking for the 
past three years, one month and 
twelve days visited Elba last week 
and while taking a breather at a local 
monument dedicated to all who 
served in the Viet Nam War, stated, 
“I know there are still prisoners of 
war alive in Viet Nam and hope that 
my visits to towns across the nation 
will stir enough interest to force the 
leaders of our government to re- 
negotiate for their release!’’ 

Thomas Clift, age 43, was a 
prisoner-of-war in Viet Nam for over 
seven years after being one of ten 
soldiers ambushed while on a 
mission to photograph other POW’s, 
Clift was the only member of the 
team to survive the ambush and was 
captured and placed ina POW camp. 
He was released after seven years of 
confinement, and at the time of 
release weighed only 67 pounds and 
faced an 18-month hospital stay. 

“‘Tleft behind 227 other prisoners 
when I was released,’’ stated Clift, 
“‘and before leaving promised to do 
everything I could to relay their 
message to the public and try to get 
them released. It’s been over 16 
years since my release, but I know 
there are still prisoners alive in the 
camps, and I’m doing what I can to 
tell the American people about their 
plight and urging everyone to write 
their legislators to begin  re- 
negotiations for the release of these 
brave men,"’ 

Clift began his cross-country trek 
in Portland, Oregon, and traveled 
south to California before crossing 
the nation, Upon his arrival at Ft. 
Bragg, N.C., he began to travel 
across the southeast United States 
and has visited South Carolina, 
Georgia and Alabama during the 
southward swing.
